A Dangerous Swindle 

HERE has just been brought to our attention a sw indle | 

which has been worked several times on the west coasi 
with automobile dealers as the sufferers. The operator buys 
a cheap yellow diamond of good size, paying perhaps $200 
for the stone. He covers a piece of paper with blue pencil 
markings and rubs the diamond on this. After a few min- 
utes of rubbing he has temporarily a blue diamond, which | 
it is claimed will fool any but 4 real expert. 

The swindler then goes to an automobile dealer and 
tells him that he is on tour but that his car has broken down 
outside town. He has been intending to buy a new car any- 
way and would like to do so but for the fact that he has nc 
cash with him. He then sugyvests that he has a diamond 
worth more than $1,000 and would leave it in the dealer's 
hands as security until he can forward a bank draft. The 
dealer takes the diamond to the loca] jeweler who gives an 
appraisal of possibly $1,200, after which the swindler 
allowed to drive off in a new car. 

Everybody is happy until the non-arrival of the remit- 
tance causes the dealer to try and sell the pledged diamond. 
He finds that instead of a blue stone worth $1,200 he has a 
yellow one worth $200 at the outside. In the meantime the 
swindler has sold the new car at a hundred or two dollars 
under its retail price and has disappeared into thin air. 

Even if the swindler were caught, there would be no 
real case against him. He can claim that he exchanged a 
diamond for a motor car without misrepresenting the 
stone; in fact, he suggested to the dealer that an appraisal 
be made.

in coach design generally is toward 
greater luxury, which means weight 
1dded to both the body and the 
chassis. To simplify maintenance 
costs, virtually all chassis parts are 
being made larger and heavier and, 
in many instances, this substantial- 
ly simplifies their design It. also 
has been necessary to increase the 
size of the tire equipmnt to take 
care of the additional weight, and 
this has necessitated the develop- 
ment of rims of smaller diameter
